Several of the towns in tlus State which some 
years ago subscribed bonds in payment of stock 
in the several railroads which, consolidated, now 


gate the affairs of that Company, and to ascertain 
whether there has not been ss corrupt an ex- 
penditure as was made in the now historical 
swindie of the Gilman, Clinton & Springfield 
Railroad. Thel., B. & W. Railway is made up 
of what were originally three separate railways, 
each controlled by a Separate company. These rail- 
ways were: 1. The Indianapolis, Crawfordsville 
& Vandalia Railway, which lies in the State of 
Indiana, the Company being chartered under the 
general law of that State. 2. The Danville, Urb- 
ana, Bloomington & Pekin Railroad, the Com- 
pany being incorporated by a special charter of 
the Legislature of Illinois ; and, 3. The Havana, 
Mason City, Lincoln & Eastern Railroad. The 
two first of these Companies were consolidated 
in 1869, under the name and title of the Indian- 
apolis, Bloomington & Western Railway, and the 
third bas been since purchased by the consol- 
idated Company. From a letter signed by Mr. 
A. E. Harmon, of Champaign, we learn that the 
original Danville, Urbana, Bloomington & 
Pekin Railway Company was organized with 
capital stock of $3,000,000; that 
there were voted by the townships along the 
line something over $800,000 in twenty-year 
bonds bearing 10 per cent interest. An equal 
amount of the stock was issued to the towns, bat 
the remaining $2,200,000 of stock was held by the 
then officers, who have never made any report 
concerning it. Mr. Harmon asserts, of his own 
knowledge, that some of this stock was taken to 
New York and sold as low as 11 cents on the 
dollar.

ACCOUNTING CONTINGENT FUNDS.

penditures of the preceding year were for. 
There cin be no good reason why every item of 
the Government’s expenditure should not be 
accounted for, as is done in private business. 
The publication of such annual reports would be 
expensive, but the knowledge that the exhibit 
must be made would check unlawful appropria- 
tions by officials, whereby a large sum of 
money would undoubtedly be saved. The
